You arc aware that the high school liter¬ 
ary magazine, Archives , has made an annual event 
of their “get you to write” production. Both this 
year's and last year’s movie should be commended 
for their live action and excitement. Last year's 
James Bond production was more creative than 
this year's Terminator movie, but that is only to be 
expected. The James Bond theme is more flexible 
in terms of what can happen. If you have a suave, 
pistol-wielding main character with numerous gad¬ 
gets at hand, and a setting during the Cold War, 
you have a reasonably good James Bond movie. 

Terminator II was essentially an action 
movie that hinted at bigger ideas and had only some 
plot.

Having 
a live character speak directly to the audience to 
ask for submissions to Archives in the James Bond 
production was clear and effective. Stretching the 
plot of the Terminator movie to include back is¬ 
sues of the literary magazine stored in the libray 
seemed awkward. New students may still be con¬ 
fused about Archives. Many students enjoyed the 
movie, but missed the point This year’s produc¬ 
tion did have it's good points; in fact I thought 
that for the most part, the production and the ac¬ 
tual movie followed each other well. 

There was naturally more room for creativ¬ 
ity in last year’s production, and it would have been 
hard to recreate its surprise and originality. The 
point of the James Bond production last year was 
more obviously tied to the need for contributions 
to Archives.
